The Area board of education 
approved an application for SO¬ 
SO funding for the audio-bus at i with a four-channel 
their Monda,\ night meeting ter and font tape 
Supt. Edwin E. Wuehlc told the 
board he was almost certain the 
district could receive funding 
for the bus if application was 
made before June 30 
Tuesday noon a board com¬ 
mittee accepted two bus bids — 

| one a 72-passenger vehicle 
priced at $14,875 and the sec¬ 
ond a 66-passenger bus at $9,- 
451.55. The 72-passenger bus 
will be the one to be equipped 
with the electronic equipment. 

The audio-bus is expected to 
be used on the Germfask-Man- 
listique run, a daily 70-mile 
round trip. When not in use on 
a regularly scheduled run the 
bus can be used for field trips 
and as an audio-center during 
the day.

Cigarette Label 
Without Teeth 

WASHINGTON <AP> — The 
House has turned back all at¬ 
tempts to put more teeth in a 
cigarette labeling bill, although 
raising possible questions about 
a ban on broadcast advertising 
in the process. 

This developed Wednesday 
when the measure, extending 
the 1965 Labeling act for six 
years, was sent to tihe Senate by 
voice vote as the climax to two 
days of debate. 

The Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion has proposed a strong¬ 
er health warning be included in 
cigarette advertising but this is 
pre-empted by the bill. 

The House bill supported by 
the tobacco industry, would 
the wording on the 
health warning now required on 
the package, which now says 
cigarette smoking “may be haz¬ 
ardous to your health.’’ 

The new language would say 
the surgeon general has deter¬ 
mined that cigarette smoking 
“is dangerous to your health 
and may cause lung cancer or 
other diseases.”

LANSING (API — The State 
Civil Service Commission has 
delayed a decision on possible 
disciplinary action against two 
union locals charged with work 
stoppages last fall. 

The AFL-CIO American Fed¬ 
eration of State. County and 
Municipal Employes argued 
against any penalties at the com¬ 
mission meeting Wednesday. 

ihe commission could with¬ 
draw recognition of the union 
and its dues checkoff privileges. 
The work stoppages were at the 
Lincoln Park warehouse of the 
State Liquor Control Commis¬ 
sion and the Lapeer State Home 
and Training School. 

David Pollack, Detwit prop¬ 
erty management and real 
estate investment executive, 
was named commission chair¬ 
man for a one - year term. 

The commission restored a 
compensatory pay policy for top 
level state workers. This would 
allow an overtime advisory 
board to permit the higher lev¬ 
el employes to receive overtime 
at straight pay rates.
